The remaining 
balance of $64,462 is held in trust. The Debtor will pay an additional $20,000 as retainer deposit. 
These funds will be held in trust and will not be disbursed until a fee application is approved by the 
Court. The customary hourly rates may be adjusted periodically to reflect the advancing 
experience, capabilities, and seniority of professionals, as well as general economic factors.
